CATHOLIC CONGRESS. 


D an iel D ougherty and O thers D eliver 
E loquent A ddresses. 


B a l t i m o r e , November H tb.—The twelvp 
hundred delegates to the first Congress of 
Catholic Laymen of the United States was 
called to order shortly before noon to-day 
by VV. J. Onaban, of Chicago. 
Every seat 
in the ball was filled and tbe galleries 
crowded. 
The first applause of the assembly was 
elicited by the entrance of ex-Governor 
John Lee Carroll, w ith Archbishop Ireland, 
of 8t. Paul, and Onahan. 
Cardinal Gibbons delivered the address 
of welcome, in tbe coarse of which he said, 
that for a long tim e he had desired to see 
the clergy and laity come more closely to­ 
gether. The clergy, he said, had m uch to 
learn from the laity, and from their wis­ 
dom and discretion, and above all from the 
worldly knowledge of the laity, and that 
there is no country on the face of the earth 
where the clergy and laity should be more 
united and^co-operate more with one an­ 
other than in these United States. 
Archbishop Ireland briefly invoked Di­ 
vine blessing. In a few rem arks introduc­ 
ing Carroll as tem porary Chairman, he 
mentioned the nam e oi Pope Leo. Instantly 
there wag hand-clapping and cheers all 
over the hall, soon growing into a tum ult 
of enthusiasm . The scene was a notable 
one as the delegates swung their hats and 
shouted a greeting to the Roman Pontiff. 
Carroll, on taking the chair, said: 
‘‘It 
may be that the question will be asked, 
’By what authority is this Congress held, 
and under what law does it assem ble?’ In 
reply to this we would suggest, by the sanc­ 
tion of his Emin ene?, the Cardinal Arch­ 
bishop of Baltimore, and the distinguished 
Prelates who now surround us. and by vir­ 
tue of the authority of the Constitution of 
the U nited States. The Congress has but 
two great purposes at heart—the glory and 
progress of the Catholic Church and the 
continued prosperity of the American peo­ 
ple.” 
The following cable from Rome was read: 
Cardinal Gibbons, Baltimore: Having made 
known to the Holy Father the expressions of 
devotion conveyed to him on the part of the 
Catholic Congress to be held in Baltimore, his 
Holiness graciously bids me to say that he most 
affectionately imparts his blessing to all mem­ 
bers. 
M. Card., R ampoli.a. 
Daniel Dougherty, of New York, was in ­ 
vited by the Chairman to address the Con­ 
gress, pending the appointm ent of com­ 
mittees. The famous orator was in his 
best form and voice. 
He was given a per­ 
fect ovation by the Congress. 
He sketched 
the history of Catholicism in this country, 
and s a id : 
" Iu colonial times the Catholics suffered 
the direst cruelties, in comparison with 
which the slaves were high-bred guests; 
the only religious m artyrs in America were 
Catholics. They were spurned, slandered, 
vilified. 
The highest honors of the Re­ 
public were denied them by a prejudice as 
strong as the constitutional enactment. 
The consolations of religion were denied to 
the sick and suffering Catholics in many 
institutions of charity and to crim inals in 
prison. They could call themselves pre­ 
em inently American, for without Cath­ 
olicism America to-day would be unknow n. 
Liberty, which is the freedom to worship 
God, was established in America by Cath­ 
olics alone. 
Though the growth of the country hes 
been marvelous, that of Catholicism has 
outstripped it. 
From a despised people 
tbev had become a m ighty power. 
“ The Catholic Church was the protector 
of learning. 
It was she who saved classic 
literatnre from the ruins of the Roman 
Em pire. On the eve of the celebration of 
the four hundredth anniversary of the dis­ 
covery of America it wa3 proper to say 
that all the trem endous results achieved 
therefrom were due directly to tbe Roman 
Catholic Church plone. 
Protestantism was 
unknow n when America was discovered. It 
was a Catholic Columbas who conceived 
the m ighty thought. A monk encouraged 
him , a Cardinal interceded with the sover­ 
eigns of Spain, and a Catholic King and 
Queen made his expedition possible. 
It 
was to spread the Catholic faith that the 
risk was run, and it was the standard of 
Catholicity which was firs* planted on 
these shores, and for over a hundred years 
the only Christian worship on the conti­ 
nent was Catholic.” 
A ll through Dougherty's address there 
were outoursts of cheers, and at the con­ 
clusion the dignitaries on the stage crowded 
around him and shook him warmly by the 
hand. 
Several other speeches were made by 
prom inent Catholics. Cardinal 
Gibbons 
entered, accompanied by Cardinal Tesche- 
reau, of Canada, and both were formally in­ 
troduced to the Congress. Cardinal Gib­ 
bons addressed the delegates, welcoming 
them in his own nam e and that of the 
people of Baltimore, irrespective of creed. 
T he tem porary organization was made 
perm anent and a short recess followed. 
Upon reassembling the committees were 
announced. The regular work of the Con­ 
gress was now begun by the reading of the 
first paper. “The Catholic Congress,” by 
Historian John Shea, of New York. The 
next paper was by Major H enry F. Brown- 
son, of Detroit, and entitled “Lay Action in 
the Church.” 
Charles J. Bonaparte eloquently discussed 
the independence of the Holy See, the ne­ 
cessity for which he enthusiastically up­ 
held. H e gave a vivid sketch of the chang­ 
ing conditions from the tim e of Cbarle- 
m ague to the m oment of the Italian Gov­ 
ernm ent’s forcible deprivation of Pius IX . 
of all temporal authority and the enactment 
of tbe law of guarantees, whereby the 
Italian Parliam ent professed to guard the 
Papal rights. H e thought that a more im ­ 
portant feature of this guarantee should be 
made a subject ot treaty between all the 
great powers, m aking it world-wide. 
In 
the course of Bonaparte’s remarks great 
cheering was elicited by the declaration : 
“ W hether the Pope be an exile or a cap­ 
tive, a subject he cannot be.” 
A djourned until to-morrow. 


MISS W ILLARD RE-ELBCTED. 


Mrs. J . E llen F oster, o f Iow a, H er Op­ 
ponent, R eceived Only Nine Totes. 
Chicago, November 11th.—Miss Frances 
E. W illard was re-el'Cted President ef the 
National W. C. T. U. this morniDg. The 
vote was practically unanim ous, since on 
an inform al ballot Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, of 
Iowa, who represented the non-partisan 
elem ent, received but nine votes. 
Tha opposition to Mi*s W illard did not 
make any effort to defeat her re-election. 
It would have been useless, as out of the 
463 authoriz»d to vote, 127 were appointees 
of Miss W illiard's Executive Committee. 
W hen tbe informal ballot was counted 430 
of the ballots bore Miss W illard’s name. 
Nine were cast for Mrs. Foster, some for 
Mrs. Mary H. H unt, of Boston, for Mrs. 
Woodbridge, and some were blank. A 
m otion was m ade then that the Secretary 
cast the ballot of the Convention for Miss 
W illard. This was done, and that lady 
was escorted to the platform where she 
was greeted with an enthusiastic reception. 
Miss W illard said that she was sure that 
m any ladies had voted for her who were 
not in sym pathy with her methods. 
There was another brief spat over the 
Morton saloon-license questional the after­ 
noon session. One of tbe delegates read a 
telegram from some one in the East reassert­ 
ing the statem ent that tbe license for a bar­ 
room was taken out by Morton’s manager. 
Mrs. Hoffman rose to speak, bat Mrs. 
W allace shot off further discussion by the 
introduction of this resolution: 
“ Inasm uch as Vice President Morton oc­ 
cupies the second position in authority in 
the Adm inistration that favors the policy 
of high license, I move that the whole 
m atter be dismissed from consideration 
of tbs Convention, as we cannot do other- 1 


wise w ithout rebuking the policy of his 
party.” This was adopted. 
Senator Blair, of New Ham pshire, de­ 
livered an address. The election of officers 
was then taken up. 
Mrs. Caroline B. Buell 
was re-elected Corresponding Secretary; 
Mrs. Mary A. Woodbridge, Recording Sec­ 
retary, a rd Miss Esther Pngh Treasurer. 
Mrs. R. R. Johnston, President of the 
California Union, led the prayer-meeting, 
at the conclusion of which Miss W illard 
said that from the sale of her book. 
“ Glimpses of Fifty Years.” there remains 
due her a balance of $2,900. which she 
would donate to the W. 0. T. U. 
Great 
applause followed, continuing until Miss 
Pugh called for order and moved that the 
Convention should not accept this money, 
which Miss W illard had earned by her 
own hard work. The motion was sec­ 
onded, but Miss W illard refused to put it 
to the house. 
Miss W illard’s gift is one of the largest 
ever tendered the society. 
Mrs. Mary H . H unt spoke on tem per­ 
ance work in tbe colleges, and said the 
college departm ent of the society was about 
to address a letter to the faculties and Presi­ 
dents of American colleges asking them to 
forbid the drinking of wines and liquors at 
class banquets and college suppers. 
Mrs. Forbes read a report of tbe W omen’s 
Temperance Publication Association, which 
did a business of $163,000 last year. 
Professor Dickey, Chairman of the Na­ 
tional Committee of the Prohibition Party, 
spoke brietiy about his belief in prohibi­ 
tion, wom an’s ballot, aDd the W omen's 
Christian Temperance Union. 
Mesaames Carahat nnd Potter, fraternal 
delegates from the Hom e Missionary So­ 
ciety of the M. E. Chnrch, urged concerted 
action. 
Mrs. Bradley, of London, representing 
the W hite Cross and W hite Shield Socie­ 
ties, described the work in England. 
A num ber of other brief addresses were 
made, among them one by Mrs Laura 
Haviland, the Quakeress, who is 80 years 
old, and still working for temperance. 


AMERICA’S GUESTS. 


They Visit W anam aker’g Shirt F actories 
in P hiladelphia. 
P hiladelphia, November 11th.—The In ­ 
ternational 
Americans 
started out this 
morning on a round of sight-seeing. The 
first point visited was W anam aker’s m am ­ 
moth dry goods and notions establishment. 
The delgates next visited Seller’s machine 
shops and the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
where luncheon was spread. 
The first journey of the International 
American Tourists being practically ended 
here, an Associated Press representative to­ 
day sought from a num ber of delegates an 
expression of ideas. 
Judge Alfonso, tbe delegate from Chile, 
said his attention had been practically 
fixed upon the industries which produces 
the object necessary to railways, because 
there is a great deal of railway construction 
in his country. 
He believes the commerce 
of this country with Chile will improve if 
the American producers m ake known their 
productions by establishing agencies in 
that country, and an increase of comm uni­ 
cation and the cheapening of prices of 
transportation will largely contribute to 
the same result. 
He believes in the prob­ 
ability of a railroad through the three 
Americas and thinks its advantages would 
be considerable. The great em barrassm ent 
to trade arises from the complicated cus­ 
toms method of the United States, and he 
thinks a uniform ity of customs regulation 
upon the simplest basis should be estab­ 
lished. The coming conference will con­ 
tribute powerfully to a union of the Ameri­ 
can nations. 
General Peraza, of Venezuela, said the 
journey of the delegates had found the 
practical solution of many commercial 
problems between the American countries. 
It is the conviction of most of the delegates 
that the main difficulty in developing m u­ 
tual trade consists in the lack of good com­ 
m unications. The trip, said General Pe­ 
raza, proved this much, that all previous 
opinions regarding blood and language as 
barriers to a perfect understanding between 
the nations, are discredited by the facts. 
Minister Romero, of Mexico, who has 
resided over twenty years in W ashington 
and traveled m uch throughout the country, 
spoke of the wonderful progress in the 
W est; and he had also been struck by the 
interest displayed everywhere in the sub­ 
jects which tbe Conference will discuss. He 
thinks a gteat deal has been gained by call­ 
ing the attention of the people of the 
United States to the resources of the other 
countries of this hemisphere, and that the 
inter-continental railway scheme Is feasi­ 
ble and will before long be undertaken. 
Delegare Castellanos, of Salvador, said 
that increased communications for com­ 
merce is absolutely 
necessary, and he 
should advocate subsidies. 
Á uniform 
standard of money is needful. The Inter­ 
national Railway would with pleasure be 
aided by his country. 
The opening of the 
Nicaragua Canal will be a great boom to 
Salvador and all the other Republics of the 
south. 
Delegate Celaya, of Honduras, said be 
had been most impressed by the extra­ 
ordinary energy of the people of the United 
States, who never seem to tire of work, and 
whose ambition to excel knows no bounds. 
H e thinks our prosperity is largely due to 
the development of 
the iron industry, 
scientifically applied to 
m achinery and 
railways, two ttiines in which he thinks the 
United States is unquestionably ahead of 
all other nations. 
H e strongly favors the 
interstate railroad.

Efforts to Get H im R eleased From the 
New York Prison. 


N e w Y’ o r k , November 11th.—An appli­ 
cation was m ade to the General Sessions 
this afternoon for the release of the bank 
burglar, Jim m y Hope, who is under in ­ 
dictm ent for the M anhattan Bank robbery 
in 1878, and who was recently arrested just 
after his discharge from the State Prison, 
where he had completed his sentence for 
crime which caused his arrest in California, 
and the somewhat famous habeas corpus 
proceedings in the California Courts.

HEALTH OF THE NAVY. 


R ecom m endations Concerning the H os­ 
pital at Mitre Island. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 11th.—Surgeon- 
General Browne of the Navy subm its his 
annual report to-dav. 
Of the force afloat 
the daily average sick has been 160. The 
total num ber of men. 9,095 ; the num ber of 
cases of sickness, 11,499, and the num ber of 
deaths, 123. The appropriations for the 
past year, $168,960, and the estimates asked 
for the next year, $169,410. The general 
health is reported good; num erous im ­ 
prove nentwin naval hospitals are recom­ 
mended. Iu the estimates for the next 
year is an item of $3,900 for constructing 
a cistern at the Naval Hospital, Mare Is­ 
land, and $15,500 for constructing a resi 
dence for the Medical Director in charge of 
the same hospital. Of Mare Island, Cal., 
he say s: 
The condition of the hospital is highly cred­ 
itable. Many repairs and improvements were 
made dtirine the year. This hospital was built 
in 1869-70. Since that time in eicht annual re­ 
ports of the bureau attention has been called to 
the urgent need ot separate quarters for the 
medical officers in charge. The architect did 
not provide for the residence of this officer 
within the building. At the hospitals on the 
Atlantic coast, except Washington, houses are 
provided for such officers and their families. 
There are no honseB at Mare Island that can be 
rented. The Medical Directors is compelled to 
occupy rooms intended for junior medical offi­ 
cers and a ward which has never been used tor 
,he sick. Junior medical officers have rooms on 
the first floor, which could be put to public use 
if the Medical Director resided without the 
building. With an increasing demand tor space 
to accommodate patients, 'this arrangement 
causes great inconvenience. 
The hospital is 
second iu importance to that at Brooklyn. Many 
patients are sent from the Pacific and Asiatic 
st a: ions for treatm ent or discharge. Some, by 
reason of advanced age, ure unfit for further 
service, and although entitled to tbe privileges 
of a naval home, are unwilling to exchange the 
advantages of climate for the severer one of the 
East. Othe s, whose homes are in this vicinity, 
wish to remain in California. 
The num ber of paralytics aud infirm seamen 
and marines is constantly increasing from 
causes incident to service, for whom provision 
should be made for their subsistence and care, 
and thereby avoiding the crow ded condition of 
the Naval Home at Philadelphia, aud the ex­ 
pense of atrausfer thereto. The vacation of the 
ward now occupied by the Medical Director in 
charge would afford facilities for this purpose 
which would probably suffice for years. 
In view of removing the embarrassment esti­ 
mates are submitted for building a house for 
the Medical Director at a cost of 217,: 00. includ­ 
ing all the expenses of connections with the 
hospital system of water supply, hearing, light­ 
ing, sewerage aud drainage, for which your ap­ 
proval is earnestly solicited 
A cistcra for 
stowage of water, to contain 200,000 gallons, ia 
needed, placed upon a declivity in tne rear ot 
the hospital, to enable the delivery of water 
iuto the two principal stories of tne hospital 
without labor and the ccst ot pumping from the 
Dresenc reservoir into the lower tanks, as must 
now be done. Serious difficulties would lollow 
any accident to the main of the Vallejo Water 
Company, which crosses Napa strait, by pre­ 
venting the delivery of water or its sudden use 
in the event of & water famine, which was 
threatened this season. 
'Ihere woutd he on 
hand a reserve of water in storage. A perma­ 
nent advantage would be the -aving of the 
water supplied from Vallejo, which, under the 
existing arrangements, is in excess of needs. 
au additional cist ru would prevent the use of 
one of those already built contriving a supply 
of drinking water caught from the root, thereby 
having pure water in place of the impure water 
received from Vallejo. The estimated cost for 
constructing the storage cistern is S3.900. for 
which an appropriation is asked iu the esti­ 
mates for the next fiscal year. 
Whatever theauunal appropriation for repairs 
will warrant, 
the following improvements 
should bo made : A retaining wall, built of 
concrete, in rear of the engine house. To pre­ 
serve a bauk ten feet in bight which ¡3 con­ 
stantly disintegrating and tumbling down into 
the area, at the estimated cost ofi'W . 
t he area 
pavement of brick in the rear <f the hospital, 
1,5!6 square feet, is old and unsightly, difficult 
to keep clean, and often uudcrmiped by rats, 
making constant repairs neccss&ry. This is to 
be replaced by concrete at an estimated cost of 
$280. 
In order to extend the present walk paved 
with concrete as far as tbe entrance to the 
ground, 2,353 square feet of similar pavement 
will be required, at the estimated cost of $425. 
The pest house, situated on the west s'opeof 
the island, is a small wooden building, origin­ 
ally used as an office bv Commander Farragut. 
the first Commander of the navy yard. In 1873 
it wa> loaned temporarily to tlie Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery bv the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, and removed to its present location. 
It is in a dilapidate 1 condition, without doors 
or windows, with breaks in the roof and walls, 
and rattle enter it at will. Dry rot has so 
effected its tim ber that it m ar be regarded asa 
complete ruin, unworthy of repair end entirely 
unfit tor further use. 
' Dueker Bortab'e Field 
Hospital," which affords accommodation- or 
the treatm ent of contageous diseases, will he 
substituted. 
The cem et'ry coutsins 258 gravts ol which 
all have been supplied with headboards by the 
Government, and in a few cases bv headstones 
and monuments furnished bv relatives of the 
dead. 
Tbe shrinking ol earth, following a 
soaking by heavy r* iu \ has forced many of the 
head hoards out of lme. and some have fallen 
and several of the stones a-e broken. The 
rsto ra 'io u o f headboards and headstones and 
the lettering ol those partly eflaoed ha* been 
ordered by the Bureau. 
The Navy Yard Dispensary is happily located 
in a portion of tbe Equipment building’situated 
practically in the center of the Navy Yard 
In 
the nearness to the workshops where most of 
the accidents happen that require surgical aid. 
the arrangem ent for the reception of such cases 
are all that are required. 
The equipment of the dispensary is in evety 
way commendable 
The medical store-room, 
supplemental to the naval laboratory, dis­ 
tributes medical stores and appliances to rhe 
Mare Island Hospital at the Navy Yard. It is 
connected with a dispensary and is exceedingly 
well arranged for the reception and issue of 
stores. 
At the Marine Barracks there is a dispensary 
and ward for the temporary treatm ent of pa­ 
tients. Both have suitably equipped dispensa­ 
ries and medical store-rooms in charge o ía sur­ 
geon of the yard. 1 he original faulty svstein of 
sewerage has been improved by Civil Engineer 
Wolcott. It is yet imperfect, and will so con­ 
tinue until the oid and worn-out plumbing, 
defective trapping and w a'er closets of obsolete 
pattern are removed and a genersl system of 
water-closet ventilation by n eans of pipe car­ 
ried above roofs is established. 


WASHINGTON ADMITTED. 


A nother Pacific Coast State W ith Houml- 
less R esources. 
W ashington, November 11th —Secretary 
Biaine to-day telegraphed the Territorial 
and State Governor of W ashington that 
President Harrison signed the proclama­ 
tion declaring the Territory to he a State at 
5:27 this afternoon. The proclamation is 
as iollows: 
By the President of the United Slates—procla­ 
mation: 
W h e r e a s, The Congress of the United States 
did, by an Act approved on the 22d day of Feb­ 
ruary, 1889, provide tnat the inhabitants of the 
Territory of Washington might, ui>on certain 
conditions prescribed in said Act, become the 
State of Washington; and whereas it was pro­ 
vided by eaid Act that the delegates elected as 
therein provided to the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion in the Territory of Washington, should 
meet at the seat of Government ot said Territory 
and that afte r they had met and organized they 
should declare on behalt of the people of W ash- 
ington that they adopt the Con-titution of the 
United States 
whereupon said Convention 
should be authorized to form a State Gov­ 
ernment for the proposed State of Washing- 
ington; and whereas, it was provided by said 
Act that the Constitution so adopted shou d 
be republican ia form and make no distinction 
in civil or political rights on account of race or 
color, except as to Indians not taxed and nek to 
be repugnant to the Constitution of the United 
States and the principles of the Declaration ot 
Independence, and that the Convention should 
by an ordinance irrevocable, without the con­ 
sent of the United states and the people of said 
State, make certain provisions prescribed in 
said Act: and whereas, it was provided by said 
Act that the Constitution thus formed for the 
lieople of Wasbiugton should by ord'nance of 
the Convention forming the same bo submitted 
to the tieop'e of Washington at an election to be 
held therein on the first Tucsdav iu Uctober. 
1689, for ratification or rejection by the qualified 
voters of said proposed State.-nd that the re­ 
turns of said election should be made to the 
Secretary of said Territory, woo, with the Gov­ 
ernor and Chief Justice thereof, or any two of 
them, should canvass the same: and it a major­ 
ity of the legal votes cast should he for tbe Con­ 
stitution. the Governor should certify the result 
to the Pres dent ot the United States, together 
with a statement of the vote3 cast thereon 
upon the separate articles or propositions, to­ 
gether with a copy of the same Constitution, 
articles, propositions and ordinances: 
and 
whereas, it has bieen certified to m- by the Gov­ 
ernor of said Terri ory that within the time pre­ 
scribed by said Act of Congress the Constitution 
for the nróposed-State of Washington has been 
adopted and that the .-ame has been ratified by 


a majority of the qualified voters ol said pro­ 
posed 8tate in accordance with the conditions 
prescrined in said Act: and wberess, i. is also 
certified to me by said Governor that at th e 
same time the body of said Constitution was 
submitted to n vote of the people, two sepa­ 
rate articles, entitled "W'.niau BcfTrage" and 
“ Prohibition” were likewise submitted, which 
said separate articles el id not receive a mu o r 1' y 
of votes cast thereon, or upon the t orutitution.

Now. therefore, I. Benjamin Harrison, Presi­ 
dent of the J nited States of America do, in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of the Act of Con­ 
gress atoresaid. declare and proclaim the fact 
that the conditions imposed by Congress on tho 
State of Washington to entitle that Stnrp to ad­ 
mission into the Union has been rntifb d and 
accepted, and that the admission of said State 
into the Union is now complete. 
In testimony thereof, J nave hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States 
to be affixed. Done at the city of Washington, 
this 11th day of N< vember, in the year of our 
Lord, 1889, and of the indenendeiice of tho 
United Siatesof America, the 114th.

CRONIN 
CASE. 


Testim ony R egarding B urke’s Flounce* — 
Tlie D octor’s Clothing. 


C h ic a g o , November 11th.—In the Cronin 
case to-day wi‘nesses were introduced who 
testified that Kunze last spring went under 
the name of Kaiser. 
Other witnesses testi­ 
fied to acts showing an intim acy between 
Kunze aud Coughlin and Kucze and O’Sul­ 
livan. 
Gus Klare, a tincer, testified to having 
soldered up & galvanized iron b:>x. 14 by 26 
inches, for Burke, two days aftev the m ur­ 
der. Burke objected to the witness rem ov­ 
ing a cord irom the box. which held the 
top on. 
In the course of the couver?ation 
Burke said that Cronin was a spy and 
ought to be killed. 
The State’s A t’orney endeavored, w ith­ 
out success, to show by W alsh's testim ony 
that Burke was without money of his own 
in Joliet, but that shortly afterward he was 
in W innipeg with plenty of money and 
with a ticket for Europe, and had able 
council to fighi his extradition. 
Joseph O'Byrne. the Senior Guardian of 
Cronin's Camp of the Cian-ua-Gael. told 
abqpt the conversation he had with Beggs 
and others two or three tlays after C ronin's 
disappearance. 
Beggs expressed the opin­ 
ion that Cronin w uld turn up all right, 
ami denies that W ard, who was with him , 
said be thought. Cronin had run away w ith 
some woman. 
Maurice Morris, a triend of Cronin's, tes­ 
tified as to the conversation had with Den­ 
nis W ard in the presence of Beggs. 
W ard 
asserted that Cronin had gone w ith a 
woman, whereat Morris g-t mad and said 
emphatically Cronin bad been m urdered 
and by t con!e in this city. Beggs there­ 
upon said, ‘ Oh, > .n are not posed. 
W e 
are in the inner circle and know what we 
are talking about ” 
In reply to questions by the attorneys, 
Morris stated «• to h i - definition of the 
“ Inner Circle ’ that the I. M. B before they 
united with the lT. li. belonged to the inner 
citcle. 
A iengthv exnurination regarding the 
inner circle, the " triangle ” and tbe " anti­ 
triangle.” of the Clan-na Gaels, incident­ 
ally dragging in the taction fights in tbe 
Order, to establish if possible what Beggs’ 
reference to the inner circle meant, then 
ensued. 
Finally Forest, for the defense, 
objected to all as hearsay and inadm issible. 
Foster, counsel for lieges, was willing it 
should remaio iu evidence, but the Court 
finally ruled it should he stricken ont, so 
far as it applies to any of the defendants 
except Bt ggs. 
Cronin’s clothes and surgical instrum ents 
found in the Lake View sewer last Friday 
were then exhibited, and the sewer cleaner 
told about finding them . Mrs Oonkling,at 
whose honse Cronin lived, identified the 
clothes and other articles as Cronin's prop­ 
erty.

Theater M anagers anil Perform ers Com e 
to G rief in Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati, 
November 11th. — T hree 
theater m anage*, together with one opera 
company, one gaiety compauy and one 
dram atic a m; any. were before tbe Police 
Court to day charged with a violation of 
tbe law by giving a Sunday performance 
yesterday. 
Tne managers were fined $15 
each, and all tbe performers were sentenced 
to pay the cost- of the prosecution. 
In th e 
case of on« theater thij was the second 
offeDse. 
The Judge gave them notice that 
another violation of the law would subject 
all the parties concerned to arrest at any 
tim e during the performance and to such 
additional fine w ithin the law a* m ight 
seem best by tire Court to put au end to 
the violation of law.

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T h e musical prodigy Is abroad in the 
land. That the infant phenomenon is be­ 
coming strangely “ numerous ” is a fact 
that may well excite interest. W hat with 
these juvenile wonders in drama and in­ 
strumentation, and still others in song and 
opera, we may well inquire whether there 
is not an effort made by some unwise 
parents to train and drive their children 
into apparent precocity. The latest un­ 
common boy is astonishing New York just 
now with his marvelous skill as a pianist, 
but we need to he informed whether or not 
this child has been drilled into the excel­ 
lence of execution, that it is confessed by 
the critics he possesses, the basis being a 
natural taste for niU9ic, and which nearly 
every child has in some degree. Last year 
there was no little excitement in the East 
over action taken by a humane society to 
compel the withdrawal from the stage of 
an “ infant musical wonder.” The organ­ 
ization, which was actuated by the purest 
motives, replied to the assaults made upon 
it that it saw no distinction between the 
conceded propriety of forbidding the use of 
children in the circus ring, and the claim 
that the musical prodigy was exposed to 
precisely as much danger, though of a dif­ 
ferent character, by the strain imposed by 
the concert hall. 
The society was right, 
and it will be sustained by the sober 
thought of the people. 
It would not be a 
radical regulation to forbid the presenta­ 
tion upon stage or rostrum of any child of 
tender years, whether phenomenally gifted 
or not. 
If the infant is a “ genius,” all 
the more reason exists for preventing de­ 
velopment in disproportion to the physical 
growth. The place for the child is the 
home, and not the stage. There is room 
enough in the former for the development 
of the gifts of nature, whatever th# form 
they may take. 
The plaudits of the home 
circle and its friends should be sufficient 
until the time arrives when the matured 
body and the steadiness of some years of 
life fits the person for public appearance. 


J u s t now the Eastern press is busying 
itself with the question, ‘‘How can we in­ 
crease South American trade with the 
United States ?” 
There are but three ways» 
and they are: 
To increase the means of 
communication and transportation: to sell 
as cheaply to South America as she can 
buy elsewhere; to manufacture to the 
South American taste, demand and fashion, 
and not according to our notions of what 
the South Americans ought to have. With 
these requisites, it will not be a difficult 
matter to wrest from Germany, France and 
England a large part of the South Ameri­ 
can trade. The ships to carry our mails 
to the southern continent should be Arner- 
can bottoms exclusively, and they should 
be so paid as to make mail carrying an ob­ 
ject. 
England does not hesitate a moment 
to make one pocket pay the other by sub­ 
sidizing her mail lines to an extent that 
invites trade to flow in tlieir wake. 
It is 
by such a policy that England has given 
us the cause of complaint now considered, 
and it has been to her immense commercial 
interest and great profit. With such a 
broad field for competition, wé have no 
right to expect our trade with South Amer­ 
ica to rank in importance with that which 
Europe has with the southern continent, so 
long as the European carrier lines are sub­ 
sidized by their Governments as they are, 
while ours are handicapped by the absence 
o f similar aid. 


H e la M ade th e S u b ject o f an Interestin g; 
S u n d ay E v en in g D isco u rse. 
The Seventh-street Methodist Church 
South was crowded to its utmost capacity 
on Sunday night, more than 100 chairs, be­ 
sides the seating capacity of the church, 
being required to seat the audience. The 
pastor, Rev. A. C. Bane, preached on: “The 
Fate of Our Popular Young Man,” ta k iD g 
his text from| the story of the prodigal son. 
He said: 
“Our young men are, as a rale, alienated 
from God, from a morbid desire for popu­ 
larity and pleasure. Many parents and 
young men think the boy must sow his 
wild oats, hence it is natural for him to be 
wild and irreligious; but when the boy 
sows wild oats till he is twenty five, he will 
reap a harvest of wild oats till he is fifty.” 
The speaker then rehearsed the story of the 
prodigal and said : “If we will follow this 
young man to the end of his career of wild 
oat sowing we will learn a lesson. 
“ W h en c e sp rin g s th e sin th a t s ta rts th e 
y o u n g m a n on a c aree r th a t e n d s in w aste 
a n d B ham e? fro m co n ceit; fro m a d esire fo r 
in d e p e n d en c e ; th is b o y c h afed u n d e r th e 
th e re s tra in ts o f h o m e a n d d e sired to be a 
m a n a n d m a k e m o n e y , h e n c e re so lv ed to 
go o n h is o w n h o o k . 
I t is th is d e sire for 
bad fte e d o m tb a t is th e so u rc e o f e v ery sin ; 
th is w as th e in itia l sin in th e g a rd e n ; th is 
d esire w reck ed E d e n , a n d n a s w reck ed 
ev ery lo st so u l. 
‘ The young man asked his portion of 
the estate. The father said, ‘You bad better 
stay home.’ 'No, I want to see the world 
and make monev-' The father under the law 
could not compel him to stay, could only 
beg and entreat him. Where does this sin 
place the so u lL isten ! He took his journey 
into a far country; that is the history of all 
worldliness. This distance and alienation 
from God is atheism of the heart. When 
a boy leaves home with this evil ambi­ 
tion for liberty he usually commences to 
live intemperately, imprudently and fool­ 
ishly; fie swings in the circle of worldly 
pleasure, spends money freely, diinks fine 
wines and smokes fine cigars; now he is 
‘one of the boys.’ This constitutes a popu­ 
lar young man in Sacramento. But how 
long will you remain popular with friends 
bought at such a price ? Only so long as 
you spend money with them. 
" But following this wild, reckless, pop­ 
ular life will result in a waste and loss of 
your reason, conscience, purity and influ­ 
ence. 
See the 
unsatisfying nature of 
worldly happiness. This boy tried to sat­ 
isfy his appetite on husks, and so is every 
worldling. A husk is an empty thing, it 
looks like food but is not. Worldly pleas­ 
ure is unsatisfying. Why is this world un­ 
satisfying? 
The grandeur of the soul 
makes it so. How can the world fill and 
satisfy a soul that was meant to be filled 
with God ? 
“ Not only are worldly pleasure unsatis­ 
fying, but degrading. The prodigal not 
only ate husks, but the hnsks that the 
swine eat. He lived for a lower pnrpose 
than God intended him. You need not 
give your self up to low and mean prac­ 
tices to be degraded, but just live for a 
lower purpose than God intended you. If 
you follow your present worldly life long 
you will find youreelf in want, and the 
world won't help you, for it disowns and 
dishonors tncse it has degraded. When 
want came this boy came to himself and 
said,'W hat am I? What have I done?’ For 
ihe first time he saw that his companions 
were hogs, and that he was eating the 
same food with them. He thought of 
home, what he had lost and left, and re­ 
solved to return. 
“ But observe ; men seldom forsake the 
world till it forsakes them. This renegade 
came to himself only when there wire no 
more husks to eat—this is the record of 
your shame. The world sneers at this 
thought, and says, ‘When men get disap­ 
pointed with the world then they become 
religious.' W hat of it? It only sheds a 
greater luster around the love of Christ, 
who rejoices to receive these wanderers, 
worthless though they are, back to his 
bosom. 
“ This boy returned poor, hungry and 
humble ; how ditferent he looked trom the 
boy who a few years ago started out to see 
the world. So every man who goes after sin 
returns, with his character stained, marred 
and corrupted. 
“ But a royal welcome awaits the return­ 
ing sinner. He is forgiven ; the blessing is 
not delayed till he deserves it, but if he 
trusts that Christ has wiped away bis sin 
the ring, the robe and the banquet are his. 
When all the world has forsaken the sin­ 
ner, Christ will receive him.” The speaker 
closed with an earnest and pathetic appeal 
to the unsaved to forsake sin and seek 
Christ in the pardon of their sins.

Latest accounts from the river ports state 
that the waters of the Yangtsze have risen 
to an extraordinary hight, and that H an­ 
kow Bund is under water. This means 
that the river had risen a great many feet 
above its normal level at this season of the 
year. There is terrible suffering all along 
the river, and in many extensive districts 
the crops, which were already late, have 
been irretrievably ruined, while there must 
have been enormous los9 of life. 
At Hongkong complaints of hard times 
are now heard on every hand. The num ­ 
ber of bankruptcies is daily increasing. 
Some of these, there is every reason to be­ 
lieve, are fraudulent. 
It seems very probable that the Peking- 
Hankow line, recommended by Viceroy 
Chang Chi Tung, will be indefinitely post­ 
poned. There are innumerable difficulties 
connected with its construction, and now 
that he has been intrusted with the execu­ 
tion of the work Viceroy Chang, who, it is 
supposed, put forward the scheme mainly 
for the sake of opposition to Li Hung 
Chang’s Tientsin-Tungcbow Railway, is 
very anxious to get out of the business. It 
is even said that he has asked leave to re­ 
sign. 
Two high officials, accused of careless­ 
ness in connection with the fire at the 
Temple of Hesveo, have been degraded. 
The convention between the Chinese tele­ 
graph administration and the two European 
companies, who have the monopoly of the 
telegraph service to the far East, has, it is 
reported on good authority, been signed by 
Li Hung Chang with the full authority of 
the Tsuug-li Yamen. 
A lode of galena has been discovered 
quite close to Hongkong, which, it is be­ 
lieved, will turn out to be very valuable. 
A Chinese company is being started, with 
the sanction and encouragement of the 
Provincial Government, to work the silver 
mines of Ping-t’len Chai, Kwei Hien, 
KuaDgsi Province, which are reported as 
very rich in that precious metal. 


JAPAN. 
The United States steamship Palos is 
under extensive repairs to boilers and en­ 
gines at Nagasaki, which are to be com­ 
pleted early in January. 
A rumor is reported that the date of the 
enforcement of the new treaties is to be 
postponed for an indefinite period. 
The United States steamer Swatara, Com­ 
mander John McGowan, arrived at Singa­ 
pore on the 8th instant, from Madagascar 
and Zanzibar, to proceed to Honkong and 
Japan. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
According to a Japanese vernacular paper, 
Russian engineers are engaged in survey­ 
ing for a line of railway between Vladivos­ 
to k and the frontier of Corea. 
An increase of 50 per cent, on all im ­ 
ports into the Philippines will come into 
force on January 1, 1890, and the port tax 
will be abolished. 


The Chico Daily Enterprise has entered 
noon its sixteenth volume. It is as vigor­ 
ous as ever, under the mauagemeut of the 
Teteran Watson Chalmers. 


BRIEF NOTES. 


Action by the Grand Jury on the Eldred 
case has been postponed for two weeks, 
owing to the absence of witnesses. 
Daniel Bebrel, a native of Germanv, wss 
admitted to citizenship in Judge Van Fleet's 
Court yesterday, on the testimony of A. 
Banr and C. F. Kiinsey. 
The Grand Jury was yesterday engaged 
in making an inquiry into the alleged com­ 
mission of perjury by D. M. Vance, who 
was lately fined $-300 by Judge Armstrong 
for contempt of Court. 
Frank Eisen, the Marysville youth who 
decamped with Lizzie Burke and got mar­ 
ried to her in this city, has been jailed in 
Oakland, and will be sent back to Marys­ 
ville to stand trial for theft. 


Su bject* C on sid ered b y th e Im p ro v em en t 
A sso cia tio n . 
The regular monthly meeting of the City 
and County Improvement Association was 
held last evening at Secretary Baker's office, 
President Luhrs in the chair. 
Dr. Parkinson, from the Sewerage and 
Drainage Committee, submitted a report 
on the Sevenleenth-street canal, as follows: 
Your com m ittee has again carefully exam ined 
th e S evinteenth and Thirty-first street canals, 
and finds tb a t th e conditions obtaining at the 
tim e of its foim er report are still th e same. 
These canals, or ditches, w ere originally con­ 
structed tor the purposes of surface drainage, 
th e T hirty first-streel canal taking th e w ater of 
B urns Slough, w hich used to traverse the south­ 
eastern portion ot the city along the face of the 
old cross levee, and th e seven centh street canal 
acting as the o utlet of a brick sew er on the same 
street, running from I to K, w ith a term inal ca­ 
pacity of 41 inches 
These canals, w hile u nattractive in appear­ 
ance, w ould be inodorous and practically h arm ­ 
less, from a sanitary point o f view, w hen carry­ 
ing surlace w ater only, aud lor m any m onths of 
the year they w ould be perfectly dry. The nu i­ 
sances at present existing are caused solely by 
the discharge into these ditches or th eir ai- 
fluents of waste w ater from certain m anufactur­ 
ing establishm ents, 
in proof of this, it is only 
necessary to exam ine 
th e Thirty-first-street 
canal betw een K and L, and again betw een M 
and N, below the point (at M street) w here an 
8 inch pipe discharges into the canal. 
in the absence of sew erage facilities in the 
eastern portion of th e city, the establishm ents 
already referred to m ust continue to m aintaiu 
the existing nuiBances or cease operations, 
either o f w hich alternative is undesirable. The 
establishm ent and m aintenance of m anufactur­ 
ing industries in th is city is of the highest im ­ 
portance, and every facility should be atfjid ed 
«apit&l invested or desirous of investing. 
Yonr com m ittee therefore recom m ends: 
1. T hat the brewery at tw enty-eighth and M 
streets be connected w ith the pipe sew er at 
T w entieth and O streets. 
2. T hat th e pipe sewer now on th e line of R 
street, east o f Seventeenth street, be raised and 
graded, so as to carry it over the seventeenth- 
street sewer, and continued w estw ard along R 
street, so as to jo in the existing sew er at T h ir­ 
teenth and R. 
3. T hat this work be carried out at th e earliest 
possible opportunity, aud th at steps be subse­ 
quently taken to clean out aud regrade both the 
Thirty-first street and Seventeenth-street canals. 
Your com m ittee is aw are th a t th is is inore or 
less a tem porary m easure, and not a perm anent 
im provem ent. 
It is, how ever, the readiest and 
most econom ic m anner of abating an unsightly 
an d m ost offensive nuisance, and, coupled w ith 
the arrest of the o th er discharges into these 
canals, will certainly rem edy the present condi­ 
tion ol affairs. 
A perm anent system of sew er­ 
age is not likely 10 be adopted, or in operation, 
in th e im m ediate future. M eanw hile am ple 
facilities have been provided, au d w hich can 
ultim ately be used w ith advantage in the sur­ 
face drainage of th e neighborhood in w hich 
they have been placed. 
Dr. 1‘arkiDson and Senator Dray made 
some remarks in further explanation of the 
condition of the canal and its possible rem­ 
edies. They thought that slaughter-houses 
and breweries should not be allowed to 
drain into open sewers. Mr. Dray said the 
canal is not a sewer, and was not intended 
to convey sewage, but surplus surface water. 
The report of the Superintendent of the 
permanent exposition building for October 
showed that during the month 934 persons 
visited the building.

WALK IMPROVEMENTS. 


W hy M r. C h u rch m an O bjects to D airies 
D iso rd erly D ives an d T h e ir L i­ 


c e n se s—Official R ep o rts. 


The Board of City Trustees held its reg­ 
ular weekly session yesterday. 
Present, 
M ayor Gregory and Trustees M cLaughlin 
and W olf. 
T he Chief Dngineer of the W ater W orks 
reported th at during the week 23,731,000 
gallons of water had been pum ped, the 
H olly 
pum p 
working 163 hours, and 
the Stevens pum p three hours. 
R. W . Parker, Superintendent of the City 
Cemetery, reported the num ber of deaths 
during the m onth of October as forty-one, 
interred as follows: City Cemetery 22, New 
H elvetia 7, St. Joseph’s 8, New Masonic 1, 
sent to Rocklin 1, sent to P lym outh 1, sen1 
to New Jersey 1. Collections from sales of 
lots $764, perm its $85, vault dues $50, ex­ 
hum ation perm its $20. 
Total collections, 
$879. 
The M ayor was authorized to sign a lease 
from the railroad com pany to the city of 
the ground used as a atoneyard, in the rear 
of the City Prison, for one year, at $1 per 
m onth. 
A protest was received from a m ajority 
of the property-owners on Fourteenth 
street, from K to L, against im proving that 
block. They say tbey are in favor of hav­ 
ing the street improved from G to L, but 
not for the one block mentioned. 
The m atter of improving the blocks from 
G to L was referred to the Street Commis­ 
sioner. 
A remonstrance was also received trom a 
m ajority of the property-owners on Twelfth 
street, trom G to H , on account of inability 
to pay the cost of the same. Referred to 
the Street Commissioner. 
Edgar Carroll appeared before the Board 
and asked that the water-main be extended 
on Eleventh street, from the alley between 
B and C to the alley between C and D. Re­ 
ferred to the Superintendent of the W ater 
W orks. 
M ayor Gregory called attention to the 
fact th at last week Mr. Bailey, the owner 
of the old Postoflice property at Fourth 
and K streets, had been notified to com­ 
mence the improvement of the sidewalk 
w ithin five days, to which notice no atten­ 
tion had been paid. 
It was decided to cite Mr. Bailey to ap­ 
pear before the Board at 2 o’clock r. it. to 
show cause why action should not be taken 
against him tor violating the sidewalk or­ 
dinance and ignoring orders of the Board 
in relation thereto. 
The contract for improving S street, from 
the east line of Front street to th e center 
of Second, was awarded to B. Labs. 
H . C. Ewing was awarded the contract 
for improving Fifteenth street, from the 
south side of H to the north line of L, by 
grading and graveling. 
R. 8. Carey appeared before the Board 
and asked that the order requiring a side­ 
w alk to be constructed on I. street, from 
N ineteenth to Twentieth, be rescinded for 
the present, as he intended in a few 
m onths to lay a cement walk there. 
It was decided that if he would grade the 
walk in the m eantim e the order would not 
be enforced. 
Mr. Carey also asked that an electric 
light be placed at Tw entieth and K streets. 
Mayor Gregory suggested that, as the 
street lighting contract expires next m onth, 
action on the m atter be deferred for the 
present, and it was so ordered. 
The Mayor Baid he had seen Chief of 
Police Lee, and that the latter said he 
had instructed all his officers to note dis­ 
orderly places and report the sam e to him, 
w ith a view of withholding licenses there­ 
from. 
Mayor Gregory also called attention to 
the fact that it had been alleged that there 
.' are certain obstructions upon the east 
levee, and he suggested that an officer be 
delegated to see that all such be removed. 
So ordered. 
Official recognition was taken of the ac­ 
tion of the joint m eeting of the Supervisors, 
City Trustees and citizens on the drainage 
improvem ent, and the Board passed an or­ 
der instructing the City Engineer to repre­ 
sent the city on any investigation to be had 
as to the cost, etc. 
On motion of Trustee Wolf, it was de­ 
cided to invite the Board of Supervisors to 
fix a date for a joint trip along the line of 
the canal in order to agree upon some plan 
of action. 
The Mayor read a telegram from the 
Pioneer Association at Santa Barbara pro­ 
testing against the demolition of the old 
Sutter Fort. 
It was expressed as the senti­ 
m ent of the Board lhat unless the ow ners 
of the property fix a price upon it before 
the 26th ot December and som ething done 
toward ils purchase, the property shall be 
condemned for public use and the street 
opened through the property. 
A t this juncture a reply was received 
from E. K. Alsip, representing Mr. Bailey, 
to the effect that an architect was then ex­ 
am ining the Fourth and K street property 
with reference to constructing the new side­ 
walk ordered there, and that a¡ contract 
would be let next week and the work be­ 
gun. 
Mr. Bailey was present at the time, 
but had nothing to say in response to the 
note from the Mayor. 
It was expressed as the sense of the 
Board that it was Mr. Bailey's duty to an 
swer its sum m ons, and if he did not do so 
the law would be enforced against him . 
Trustee M cLaughlin reported that parties 
were anxious to lay sidewalks along the 
Second-street extension toward the Yolo 
bridge, but were in doubt as to w hether or 
not 
the extension was an established 
street. 
It appearing ot record that the extension 
is a public thoroughfare, the Street Com­ 
missioner was instructed to so inform the 
property-owners. 
On motion of Trustee Wolf, notice was 
ordered given to the propertv-owners on 
the west side of Fifth street, between the 
alley and I street, that if work on the side­ 
walk was not commenced w ithin five days 
action would be taken against them , the 
present walk having been condemned som? 
tim e ago. 
Mr. Holm , the owner of the dairy in the 
northeast portion of the city, of which T. 
C. Churchman complained as a nuisance, 
appeared before the Board and said that 
M r. Churchman had tried to get him to 
rent two blocks of h u in that vicinity for 
dairy purposes. 
Mr. Holm was instructed to see that his 
cattle did no harm to any person’s property 
in that vicinity. 
At the afternoon session of the Board E. 
K. Alsip, agent for Mr. Bailey, appeared 
and explained that the latter felt injured 
by the action of the Trustees and declined 
to answer their citation. 
H e bad arranged 
to commence work on the sidewalk im- 
provemev.t in a few days, and thought the 
Board was pushing him too hard. 
M utual explanations followed, and the 
Trustees decided finally th at Mr. Bailey 
shonld be given until the end of the week 
in w hich to begin the work. 
It was discovered that in awarding the 
contract, at the m orning session, for im ­ 
proving Fif.eenth street, one bid had been 
overlooked, and the Board decided to can­ 
cel the award to H . C. Ew ing and to read- 
vertise for new bids. 
Trustee M cLaughlin state*! that some 
person was fencing in a shed belonging to 
the city at Front and N streets, and the 
Board requested him to look into the m at­ 
ter.

“Call the case of Charles Roder, charged 
w ith petit larceny,” wasPolice JudgeB uck- 
ley’s first utterance upon taking his seat 
yesterday. 
“ Here I be,” said a wild-eyed, shock­ 
headed old man jum ping up in the pris­ 
oner's dock. 
Clerk Larkin informed Roder th at he 
was accused of stealing chickens, and then 
asked him if he wa9 guilty or not guilty. 
"N ot guilty, by dang,”’ shouted Roder, 
sm iting him self upon the breast.

‘•That’ll do, now; sit down,” admonished 
Bailiff Rowland, m otioning to the witness.

A "H OGG IN G” GAME. 


Tw o A tto rn ey s W ho A re P re p a rin g to Go 
In to th e S w inery B usiness. 
T he case ol A. 8. Nevis against A. Castro, 
which was tried several days ago in the 
Justice’s Coart of W ashington, Yolocouutv, 
before Judge C. A. Newton, was decided 
yesterday in favor of Castro, the defendant. 
The suit involved the ownership of two 
hogs, and each side tried to prove th at the 
hogs were purchased from one Terra. Cas­ 
tro, though, had a bill of sale, and Nevis 
failed to get one. 
W itnesses were on hand from Courtland, 
Freeport and M erriit Island, and while the 
testimony was being taken it transpired 
that the aforesaid hogs were of the femi­ 
nine gender. It was then conceded that if 
the sows should have families the produce 
ought to be divided between Judge Baker, 
who represented the plaintiff, and W. A. 
Gett, Jr., the attorney for the defendant. 
As the decision of the Court now goes, it 
looks as if attorney Gett will get both the 
sows and pigs. The plaintiff will no doubt 
appeal, and before the case is finally de­ 
cided in the Superior Court at W oodland, 
the hogs will be very expensive pork. 


ANOTHER OBSTRUCTION. 


A P ile o f Sand in a P u b lic S tre et C auses 
an A ccident. 
About dark last evening two persons who 
were riding in a cart were throw n ont in 
consequence of the vehicle being alm ost 
npset by a pile of gravel in the roadway on 
P street, between Seventeenth and E ight­ 
eenth. The beaten roadway at that par­ 
ticular place inclines toward the north side 
of the street, and although there was plenty 
of room at one side, the load of gravel was 
piled up so as to coyer three-fourths of the 
beaten track. 
In daylight there would be no danger of 
an upset from the obstruction, but at night 
a person driving would be almost certain to 
run into it if he did not know where it was 
located. The bnilding of cem ent walks 
ought to be encouraged, but nowadays it 
appears that the contractors are privileged 
to take up too much of the streets with 
their im plem ents and m aterial. 


P o lice In v estig atio n . 
The Board oí Police Commissioners met 
in the Police Court yesterday m orning for 
the purpose of investigating the alleged 
charges of corruption made against police 
officers H arris and Cunuingham . 
A ttor­ 
ney Charles T. Jones, who, with E. C. 
H art, has been retained as counsel for the 
officers, asked for a continuance of the in­ 
vestigation. H e said it was desirous that 
all the light possible should be shed upon 
the case and the accusers should have tim e 
to prepare their charges and get their wit­ 
nesses. 
As for the accused officers, he 
said they were ready and a n x k u s for the 
investigation to take place as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Mayor Gregory said the Board was ready 
at any time to proceed.

T he Senate and H ouse m et th is afternoon 
and proceeded to elect the m inor officers. 
Later, w h ile the H ouse was debating a joint 
resolution to hold a night session and pro' 
ceed to the election o f a U nited States Sen 
ator, a m essage was received from Governor 
Moore announcing the reception o f a dis­ 
patch from Secretary B laine stating that 
th e President had signed the adm ission 
proclam ation. 
Instantly every m em ber sprang to his 
feet and cheered, and it was som e m inutes 
before order was restored. 
One o f the m em bers, Iucker, an old pio­ 
neer of the State, rose to h is feet and in a 
brief speech, trem bling w ith em otion, con­ 
gratulated the Legialature and the people 
on the adm ission. 
In th e Senate the proclamation was also 
received w ith continued cheering and the 
w ildest enthusiasm . 
A telegram was re­ 
ceived from Congressman W ilson announc­ 
in g that he was present when the message 
w as signed. 
In view of the proclamation 
th e resolution to elect Senators to-night 
w as laid on the table, and it is generally 
understood that no election would take 
place until Tuesday of n ext week, N o­ 
vem ber tS ’.h.

O binese gam bling proprietors, as w ell as 
their attorneys, received another shock this 
m orning, w hen Judge Joachim sen set the 
hail of Ah Yut, arrested by Sergeant Tobin 
and posse as the keeper of a ta n gam e, at 
$1.000 or $500 in cash. 
T he hail of five 
other Chinamen visitors to Ah Y u t’s gam e 
was fixed at $500 each, or $250 cash. 
The 
lawyers were at first so m uch surprised 
that they hardly knew w bat to say, but 
finally attorney Coffey gathered h im self to­ 
gether, and said to the Court that he didn’t 
see any nse in fixing the bail so high, as it 
w ould «im ply necessitate h is taking out 
habeas corpus writs for h is clients. 
“ W ell, go get your w rits,’’ replied the 
Judge. 
“ Yes, but. your H onor, I don’t see the 
u se of putting m e ta all that trouble, and 
besides the Superior Court w ill be sure to 
reduce the bail.” 
“ W ell,” replied h is H onor, “ this Court 
can look ont for itself and needs n o sym ­ 
pathy.” 
T he attorney quietly sat down, and be­ 
gan to consult w ith his clients about fur­ 
nishing the greatly increased bail.

W U at a C h in am an H a d to Say to tlic

S an F rancisco, Novem ber 11th.—Tam 
P oi, w ho was convicted on the 17th of Sep­ 
tem ber last of the murder of F ong N oy on 
the 23d of last June, was form ally sen­ 
tenced by Judge Van R eynegom to day to 
b e hanged by the neck until he is dead, 
but n o tim e was set for carrying out the 
sentence, which w ill be fixed in the death 
warrant, the law requiring that the execu­ 
tion shall take place not less than thirty 
days or more than sixty days after the pass­ 
ing of judgm ent. 
W hen called upon to give any reason 
w h y judgm ent should not be passed, the 
prisoner shed tears and through an in ­ 
terpreter h e persisted that h e was innocent 
and that he did not associate w ith men 
w h o Rilled people. 
The prisoner is one of the three China­ 
m en w ho hacked a countrym an to pieces 
w ith hatchets at the corner of Dupont and 
Stockton streets in broad daylight. 
The case w iil go to the Suprem e Conrt 
or error of the Court in denying a new 
trial.

trial and when the day arrived to proceed 
w ith the trial, excuses were m ade and post­ 
ponem ents requested. In the m eantim e 
jurors were asked to dance attendance in 
Court to their pecuniary loss, and the 
Judges have com e to the conclusion that if 
attorneys could not he ready, jurors should 
not be com pelled to leave their business. 
This m orning no less than five cases were 
on Judge F in n ’s calendar, and the attorneys 
in each asked for a continuance for^som e 
reason or other.
